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^R. Brian Walton, hating in the long rebel- 
lion lost all his preferments for his adherence to mo- 
narchy and episcopacy, had for some years spent 
part of his time in collecting and adjasting proper 
materials for a Poh/gloU Bible. And after com« 
municating his intentions to» and taking the advico 
of most of the English bishops then Uyiog, in the. 
^rear 1652, having already obtained private subscript* 
lions to the value of near 40001. he published; 
printed Preposalsy with a Letter annexed to them^-. 
both which are here subjoined :

' ^ Whereas the former Editions, though less per- 
fect, and not so fit for use, have been printed at the 
public Charge of Princes and great Persons ; and 
the Charge of this Work will exceed the Ability of 
an ordinary Person ; whereupon divers Persons o£ 
Worth have expressed their Readiness t0 join in the 
Charge of the Impression. 

** Therefore, for the securing of all such as sliaU 
promote so good a Work, either by free Gift, or 
advancing of Moneys to be xepaid by Copios ; and 
for the encouraging of such as shall solicit and stif 
up others to contribute, these Propositions are offered, 
which shall, God wiUing, be performed.

Dr. Pocockf a Man eminent for his Knowledge ia 
wiental literature, undertook, at Dr. Walton's re- 
quest, to collate the Arabic Pentateuch, with two 
, Copies of Saadias's Translation, the one a Manu- 
script, the other printed in the Constantinopolitan 
Bibles, notiQg the differences^ each. And he also 
drew up a Preface concerning the Arabic Versions 
of that Part of the Bible, and the Reason of the va- 
lious Readings in them; which Preface, together 
;With the various Readings themselves, are ij^xi^j^i^c^ 
la the Appendix to the Polyglott Bible. 
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To assist farther in this excellent WoA, Ete Po* 
cock furnished several important Manuscripts, ' par-* 
ticularly 1st, the Gospels^ in Perjwn, which had ne- 
ver before been printed, and which were now pub- 
lished wholly from a copy that was sent in by hrni, 
being a Manuscript abore 300 years old, of a 
Translation made from the Sjrriac, and therefore 
preferred to Mr. Whelocke's, which was of later 
date, and only a Version from the Greek. SdljT, 
A Syriac Manuscript of the whole Old Testamenf^ 
and two other Manuscripts of the Psalms in the same 
language. 3dly. An JEthiopic Manuscript of the 
Psalter^ which Dr. Walton pronounces to be so 
exactly written, tliat they made it a rule whereby to 
correct the faults of the two printed copies. 
■ From a letter written by Walton to Pocock, July 
US, 1652, it appears that the Protector had greatly 
encouraged this undertaking. ^* The council of 
state (says he) before whom, some having relation 
to them, brought this business, hoping they would 
have borne the Charge out of the Publick, have 
lately given their approbation and recommendation 
of the Work, with hopes of advancing 1000 pounds 
to begin the Work ; which, if they do, I hope to 
get die rest advanced by private Hands, who will 
take satisfaction in copies.^' As the council of state 
gave permission to import the paper dutyfree^ it is 
quite reasonable to suppose tliey made good this 
voluntary subscription. It appears also fi-om Mr. 
Twells's account, in his LifeofPocockyOtiBi the grant 
to exempt all the paper from duty, imported for this 
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£didon, was the sole act of Cromwell himself: and 
(here is reason to beikYe, that he granted the same 
friWlege to Dr« Castel for his Heptaglott LexicoOb 
He was certainly addressed on this subject, and ia 
the following words: after a Preamble, setting forth 
the usefulness of that Lexicon, and in particular its 
subserviency to the better understanding of the Po- 
lyglott Bible, tlie Dr. proceeds, ^* May it please your 
H%hness, for the countenance and encouragement 
of your Petitioners, that they may the better, be ena- 
bled to accomplish the undertaking, according to 
expectation, to vouchsafe them the like favour and 
privilege, that your Highness hath formerly granted 
to^the publishers of that famous work (viz. the Pa* 
hfglott Bible) and others, who were printing some 
Commentaries'in relation thereunto, (viz. Bee^s Cru 
tici Sacrt\) that your Petitioners may have the im« 
port of five thousand reams of royal Paper, eg^se 
and custom free." 

Besides^ this favour from the Protector, laqge prir 
vate promiseSf and subscriptions of money, were 
made early in this year, 1653, towards the Polyglott 
When the Proposals were sent abroad, viz. March 
1, 1652—3, four tfumsand pounds are affirmied to 
have been subscribed, which sum was more than 
doubled in about two months time : for in a letter 
from Mr. Thomas Greaves, dated the 4th of May 
following, he acquaints Mr. Pocock, ** that Dr. 
Walton had assured him, that full nme thousand 
pounds had then been promised, and that much more 
was likely to be addedi and that he hop^d within 
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ttree mcmtfas to begin the printiiig thereof But it 
vras the latter end of September, if not the begiiw 
ningof Octob^, before the impression of the first 
lemO) containing the Pentateuch, was entered upo&» 
One reason of this delay was, that the Arabic let« 
ters were not ready, and the Hebrew types werti 
mending; some defects having been obsenred 
therein by Mr. Poccick ; besides which, many of tbo 
subscribers failed the Editor, neither advancbg their 
first payment, nor one farthing afterwards ; and he 
was too circumspect to begin till jifteen hundred 
pounds were paid in, to defray the charges of the 
first tome, according to the seventh article of the 
Proposals. Afiter which the undertakers proceeded 
cheerfully with the work. — For the order of time lo 
which the volumes were printed, see vol. 1. p. 260. 

The title of the seventh Volume of the Polyglott# 
prepared by Dr. Samuel Chrke^ was, « Septimum 
Bibliorum Polyglotton Yolumen, cum Versionibus 
Mdcjuissimis, non Cha!daic& tantum, sed Syriacis, 
JEthiopicts, Copticis, Arabicis, Persiciscontextum.*^ 

In the Adfcrtisement, (inserted, vol. 1 • p* 261 ,) Dr. 
Wahon mentions a JUanttal of the oriental Tongues^ 
which he intended shortly to publish* This little 
work came out the same year, 1654, and a second 
Edition^ considerably improved, in 1655, with the 
following title: «* Introducth ad lectionem Lingua- 
rum^orientalium, Hebrakay ChnldakaySkimaritana^ 
Sjfriacie^ Arabkit^ Perska^ jSLikkpka^ Armemg^ 
Capta; concilium de earum studiode fceliciter institUf 
endO| et de libris ^uos in hunc finem sibi comparare 
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iAeat studiori. In usum t7roiiifil> cjui linguas ittat 
add&cere deiiderant, praKipue eorom qui sumpCui 
ad Biblia PohfglotiM^ (jam sub pttlo) imprimendo 
contulenint* prsemittitur Praefatio^ la qua de hiscQ 
lii^is, et de textuum eC Teraionuoij quae in dictis 
Bibiiis habtentur antiquifate, authoriiate^ ttusu^ bre« 
viter disseritur^ quidque in hac Editione pr« reliquis 
jexpectandum sit; Per Brianum Walton^ S. T. /)/' 
Londini, inq>rtmebat T. Roycroft, 1655, ISmo.-*^ 
This tittle tract is really well written, and must have 
been very useful at the tame it was published. It 
does not contain gr(nninars of the different huKi 
guages mentioned in the title, but only the different 
^Ipkabtis, and direetions how to read them. At the 
end of his exposition of the alphabet of each lan« 
guagc, i$ a Specimen^ m the proper character^ each 
line of which is included between two others ; the 
&st of which is a literal Latin version of the origi-^ 
nal ; and the second, the letters of the original ex- 
jiressed by Italics. £3iort as these examples are, 
jthey are of great utility to a learner. The tract 
contains, besides. 96 pages of Preface, ^12 on the 
languages above ipentioned, with eight fac sitniks 
of Samaritan and Hebrew coins, in pp. 31 — 34» 
This little work i^ of considerable importance, as the 
harbinger of this inestimable Polyglott. 

Almost as soon as the Polyglott was published, it 
met with strong opposition. Dr. Oxoen was one of 
its> principal opponents. In 1 658 he published Can* 
siderations on the Polyglott, and thought he. had 
discovered in the work, especially in the Frolego^ 
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meiki and A^endix^ or Vari4t Lectimes^ prindplei^ 
injarious to the Reformadoii, and even to Chris* ^ 
tiansty itself. Tliis was soon ably confuted by 
Dr. Walton, in a treatise entitled, *' The ConsiderO' 
tor considered ; or a brief View of certain Conside- 
rations upon the Biblia Polyglotta^ tlie Prolego^ 
tnena and appendix thereof. Wherein the captain-' 
tj/^ integrity J and divine authority of the original 
Texts^ is defended against the Consequences of 
Atheists^ Papists^ Anti-scripturistSj &c. inferred 
from the various Headings^ and Novelty of the He-^ 
brew Points, by the author of the said Considera-^ 
turns ; the Biblia Polyglotta^ and Translations 
therein exhibited, with the various Eeadings^ Pro* 
Ugomena^ and Appendix ^ vindicated from his Asper* 
sums and Calumnies. By B&ian Walton, DD.'* 
London, Roycrojty 1659, 18mo. v^/y scarce. It 
contains 293 pages. The Polyglott can scarcely be 
considered as complete without this tract, the IntrO" 
ductio above mentioned, and the Targum of Rabbi 
Joseph, edited by D. fVilkim, See vol. 1. p. 267. 

The Rev. Mr. Twells, to whose Life of Dr. Po^ 
cock I am greatly indebted, concluding his account 
of the Polyglott, speaks in tlie following terms: 
'' And thus, in about four years, was finished the 
English Polyglott Bible, the glory of that age, and of, 
the English church and nation ; a work vastly ex* 
ceeding all former, attempts of that kind, and that 
came so near perfection, as to discourage M future 
ones.'^ 
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BiBLiA Pauperum; 

A collection of designs rudely cut in wood, of the 
principal historical subjects in the Bible ; interspersed 
with sentences above, below, in the middle, or in 
scrolls, according to the ancient manner of describing 
fig^es speaking. — ^A small folio. — ^This curiosity is 
accounted, by the learned in typographical antiqui- 
ties, one of the first essays towards the ait of print- 
ing by blocks of wood, before die invention of move- 
able types, and is generally attributed to Lavr. Cos^ 
ter^ of Harlem, between 1 440 and 1 450. It is done 
Qn f<»rty leaves, and that copy is the most valuable, in 
which the leaves ace notpastcd double, nur the figures 
painted, as most in that time were. A fine copy, at 
Mr. Paris's sale, brought 9L A Ms. copy of this 
book, copiedhj LeClabartf «o exactly executed as 
scarcely to be distinguished from the ordinal, sold at 
Ae same sale for fourteen guineas. 
Those who wish to ornament their library Bibles 
with really valuable and curious cuts, are recom- 
mended to pay attention to the foUowii^. They

short account, extracted from Giffor^s History of 
France^ is presented to the reader : — ** The presi- 
dent Henaut says, that Charles the Wise may be 
justly considered as the founder of the royal library. 
John had not more than twenty volumes; but his son 
increased them to mne hundred ; a collection then 
justly considered as immense. Under the regency 
of the duke of Bedford, the nine hundred volumes 
were valued at 2323 livres, 4 sols ; but that prince 
boi^ht them for 1200 livres, and sent them to Lon- 
don. Some of these volumes, however, are still to 
be seen in the king's library at Paris : these must 
either have been at some of the royal mansions at 
the time of the purchase, or else have been since 
bought up in Ei^land, and sent over to France* 
Such was the commencement of the royal library, 
which was considerably augmented by Lewis tlie 
Twelfth and Francis the First ; but it was principally 
indebted to Lewis the Fourteenthi and Lewis the 
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FffteenA, for dbat degree of magnHkenee, wlncb ren« 
dered it one of the most extensive and yaluable col- 
lections in Europe."

BioN was a native of Smyrna, and flourished under 
Ptoipmy Philadelphus^ about 288 years before the 
Christian sera. His stile is pure and elegant, and 
he is allowed to have conveyed his moral images 
in a more refined and delicate manner than any 
other of the pastoral poets.-^^o^Ai^ was bom at 
^yracufiey and was one of the disciples of Bion» 
Suidas says he was Profes^r of Grammar at Syra* 
c;uae. Some critics hav<e formerly asserted, that 
Moschus aiid Theocritus were the same person ; 
but they are sufficiently confuted by a passage in 
the Elegy, where Moschus introduces Theocritus 
bewailing the same misfortune, in another coun** 
try, wluch he was lamenting in Italy. Moschus. 
is not so refined as Bion, and less rustic than Theo- 
critus. Loiigepierre assigns him a middle rank

John Boccacio was bom at Certaldo in Tuscany, in 
1313. At first his father, who was but in mode- 
rate circumstances, put him to a Florentine mer- 
chant He was soon found unfit for commeix:iaI 
life, and began to study the law ; but his taste for 
poetry led him to abandon this also, and he 
became a disciple of the famous Petrarch. He 
died^ through e:!ccessive application at Certaldo, in 
1375, aged 62 years. He was th^ first who, by 
his writings, gave to the Italian language that 
grace, softness, and elegance, whicli have distin- 
guished it among all the living languages of Eu- 
rope. His Genealogi/ of the Gods is full of eru- 
dition and errors. In this book Boccacio quotes 
many works, which are no longer extant. His 
Tkcamerone is the book by which he has been 
immortalized.

He was, without exception, the greatest^ 
wisest, most heroic, and most pious monarch, that 
iias feigned since the Christian «ra. He was ac« 
customed to divide the twenty-four hours into three 
equal parts: eight for religious exercises; e^ht for 
sleep, study, and refreshment; and eight for the 
concerns of government. It is said, that the pub- 
lic peace was so complete during his reign, that 
there was no instance of the property or person of 
any man being molested ^ and tliat a pair of gold 
bracelets, hung up on the public highway, remained 
untouched. Under God, Great Britain owes to this 
king, its iVbvy, Trial by Jury ^ and the University of 
Oxford : for which blessings may the inhabitants be 
duly grateful ! He is author of several works, most 
of which still remain in manuscript. It would add 
to the honour of /Aa/ monarchy who sits on the same 
throne, and most resembles him in social virtues, ta 
order a complete Edition of bis works ; and the uni« 



^reity of Oxford should be forward to promote tlie 
fame of its royal founder^ with whose honour itel 
ovm is so iatimatdy connected.

Botthim (or Boetius) Flavius Anicius Manlius Tor- 
quatus SeverinuSy was descended from tlie Anicii 
and Torquatif two of the noblest families in Rome* 
The exact year of his birth cannot be easily 
determined. He was consul in 487, without a 
colleague, and again in 510, in conjunction with 
Jf^avius Eutharicus, Thcodoric^ the Ooth^ har- 
Ing murdered Odoacer^ became king of Italy, and 
made Bocthius his minister. His great abilities 
and integrity in the discharge of his office excited 
the envy and malice of the worthless and tlie 
kicked ; the consequence was, he was denounced 
as an enemy to the state, and the senate, witl)« 
out giving him a hearing, condemned him to 
death. The king, however, thought this breach 
of justice too flagrant, and changed the sentence 
into banishment. He was accordingly exiled to 
JPavidf and there imprisoned. About six months 
after, it pleased this barbarous king to order his 
head to be cut off, which took place about A. D. 
^25. His tomb issaid to be still to be seen in Sh 
Peter's church in Pavia. It was during his impri^ 
sonment that he wrote his celebrated book de Cvn^ 
solatione Pkilosophut^ wliich has been highly es- 
teemed in all ages* This treatise was so highly 
deemed by Alfred the GreeU that he translated 
it into the Saxon toi^ue, (see p. 34.) — Queen Eli* 
^abethi during the time she was confined by her 
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nstei: Mai*y, read this work fi-equently, «nd is said 
la haviK translated it into very elegant English^ 
. Both as a poet and a prose writer, Boetius is held 
in great esteem among the learned. He waa 
■ well skilled in the arts and sciences, and in ele^ 
. garice of stile is greatly superior to all the writers of 
. the two preceding centuries. With the death of 
BoetbiuSi the purity of the Latin tongue may be 
, said to have ceased in the western world.

He died at the council of 
Lyons in 1 274, and was canonized by pope Sixtus 
IV. in 1482. He is ranked among the Doctors of 
the Romish church.

Boniface^ who^e name was Benedict Cajetan^ 
was created cardinal in 1^81, and having persuaded 
Celestin to abdicate the popedom in 1294, he raised 
himself to the papal throne. He was a fierce, tur- 
bulent, and tyrannical prince. He assumed the go». 
vemment of the world, and said, in a bull which he 
published against Philip the Fair, king of France, that 
God had established hin} over kings and kingdoms. 
Philip caused this bull to bfs burned at Paris, and 
Boniface aypnged l^iinself by the constitution, Unan^ 
Sanctd^nf^y ii^ which he subjected tl^e temporal \o the 
spiritual power. He founded his pretensions on the 
following arguments : " When Christ was about 
to suffer, he asked pf his disciples two swords. Now 
these two swords ^xp manifestly the two powers by 
wliich the world is governed, the sacerdotal and imr 
pcTriaL These two sivords are still in the hands of 
the apostles, for Christ said to P^te^:, Put thy sword 
into its sheatli : /. e. It belongs to thee. — God in tl^^ 
)>eginning created two great lights : the greater hfr 
][mnary, the sun^ me^ns the priesthoods which; like 



the sun, shines with its own li^ ; the lesser linni« 
nary, the moont means the imperial power, which 
•shines only by a borrowed light from the sacerdotal 
tpower, as the moon shines by a light borrowed from 
the sun.'- These arguments were thought by most 
of the doctors, and several of the princes, to be con* 
elusive ! After a troublesome reign of nhie years, 
this fierce pontiff died of a broken heart at Rome, 
A. D. 1303*

Bruno, 
who stood by, supposing salvation impossible with* 
out a seclusion from the world, immediately de- 
parted into the desart, and there formed the above 
order. The edition just now mentioned, which is ex- 
tremely scarce, has this story represented, curiously 
cut in wood. The story however is now generally 
discredited by the Catholics.

Jordanus BrunuSy or Giordano Bruniy was born 
at Nole, in the kingdom of Naples. . He was at 
first a Dominican, then went to Geneva and turned 
Calvinist, afterwards came to London, and wrote 
against all religions in his famous piece entitled Spa^ 
do delta Bestia triomfaniey '* the expulsion of the- 
triumphing Beast." At the end of this is found ano- 
ther, La cena delle ceiieriy ** Ash- Wednesday's Sup- 
per." He maintained the doctrine of the plurali^ 
ctf worlds ; and that they arc all intellectual animals, 
with vegetable and rational individuals. Leaving 
London, he went to Wlttemberg, embraced Lutbe- 
ranism, and got liberty to teach his philosophy pub- 
licly. Here he made himself so many enemies,: 
that he was obliged to decamp ; and, he desperately 
determined to revisit his native country. On his re-* 
turn, he soon fell into the hands of those vicegerents 
of Satan, the inquisitors, who burnt him alive, Feb,'

This book is an uncommon object of curiosity, 
as it is, perhaps, the first book of travels that ever 
was printed, and is adorned with maps and pictures 
very remarkable. The view of Venice is more 
than five feet long, and the map of the Holy Land 
more than three; there are views of many other 
cities. The book is written with great exactness, 
in the form of a journal, and contains an account of 
a. journey to mount Sinai and Jerusalem, undertaken 
in 1483, byJohnSoIms, lord of Mintzinberg, Bem^ 
Iiard de Breydenbach, dean of Mentz, the author, 
and Philip de Bicken. The first contains an account 
of their voyage, a description of the places at whjjch 
tliey toudied, and of the Holy Land. The second 
treats of the manners, rites, and errors of those by 
il^om the Holy Land is now inhabited : of whom 
he first mentions the Mohamedans, and relates the 
history and tenets of Mohamed. He then proceeds 
to the Jews, Syrians, Nestorians, Armenians, Geor« 
gians, Abyssinians, and Maronites ; and afterwards 
treats of the causes of so many sects, and laments 
the unhappy state of the church. The third part 
relates their pilgrimage from Jerusalem to mount Si* 
nai» and their travels in Egypt, where he gives an 
account of the Egyptian custom of hatching eggs in

William BtuUeus^ or BudSy was born in PariSt 
A« D. 1467. Having spent the principal part of his 
youth in dissipation, he began at last to entertain a 
love for literature, and made such progress in his 
studies, that he became as perfectly acquainted with 
the Latin and Greek languages, as he was with his 
mother tongue* He was so indefatigable at his stu« 
dies, that even on his wedding day he spent three 
hours athis books. In 1522 he published his excellent 
Treatise de Asse, a work which not only acquired 
him great celebrity during his life, but immortalized 
his memory. Erasmus called him, the Prodigy of 
France. He had seven sons and four daughters^ 
edugated by himself and wife. She was one of those 
rare women, who whilst they sedulously attend todo* 
mestic concerns, take every opportunity to cultivate 
their own minds. She was his frequent companion 
in his studies, brought him the books he required 
at his desk, sought out and collected the passages 
he wanted ; and did this without neglecting her do- 
mestic avocations. He was sometimes so absorbed 
in study as even to neglect his own safety. Being 
one day informed, while in his library, that his house 
was on Jire^ he coolly said, " Tell my wife of it^ 
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for I never meddle with domestic a&irs.^ This' 
learned man died at Paris, Aug. 23, 1540, aged 73 
years.

— Campanus was 
a facetious, learned, and eloquent man. He signai- 
lized himself by his eloquence at the diet of Ratis- 
bon. Concerning his return to Italy from that diet, 
we have the following anecdote in the Nouveau 
Diction, historique^ which, as it marks both his wit 
and eloquence^ it should not be passed by ; yet the

Cantaajutenus was at first the minister and favou- 
rite of John Palaeologus the younger. This empe- 
ror at his death recommended his sons, John and 
Emmanuel, to Cantacuzenus, but he perfidiously 
s^ia^d on the crown, and obliged John to marry 
his daughter, and then permitted him to reign con- 
jointly with himself. At last, each determining to 
be supreme, {aut Casar^ aut nullus) a civil war 
was commenced, which lasted for tliree years. The 
two emperors coming once more to an agreement^ 
peace was restored. Canlacuzenus probably fear- 
ing that it was not solid, threw off the imperial purple 
in the presence of the whole court, and clothed him- 
self in a monk's habit. He then quietly retired to 
a monastery on mount Athos. He is allowed to 
have been a profound politician, and an excellent 
general.

On this occasion th^s celebrated Grotius^ 
knowing that some of the greatest critics Wer6 on 
Cappel'sside, wrote to hiihthus, *' Cdritentus esfo 
niagnis potius qudm multis laudatoVilHts.^^ Cappiel 
was a protestaat minister, and died at Sdv!miirm 
1658, aged 73 years. It is said that the controversy 
about the vowel points ran so high, (most of the pro- 
testants having espoused the causie of Buxtorf) that 
Cappel could not get his Critica Sacra printed iii 
any protes'tant tbwd. His soil JanUs having turn- 
ed Catholic, got permission to print it at Paris; 
but Father Morin^ who conducted that impression^ 
retrenched every thing which he thought unfaydur« 
able to the Roman Catholic Religion. — ^That the He* 
brew vowel-points are ancient, might be ea^ly.prov* 
ed : that they give, aS nearly as we can come to it, 
the true ancient pronunciation, is pretty clear ftoni 
tlie Hebrew names retained by the Septu^int, and' 
by quotations of Hebrew in other letters, found iii 
the primitive fathers : and that thus far they are of. 
considerable use none of their opponents should de- 
ny; but that they are coeval with the Hebrew lan-

that they are of no importance in Biblical criticism^

This author, whose name was Chiffimtairtts^ was 
bom in Brittany about A. D. 1550# He wad A 
man of considerable learning fbrliis time, and great 
piety. He was archbishop of Cesarea, and lived 
linder the reigns and in the favour of the five follow* 
ing Popes : Sixtus Quinius^ Urban VII. Gregory 
XIV. Innocent ix! and Clemtnt VII. He died in 
1595. He understood Latin, Greek, Hebrew, Spa- 
nish, Italian, and French ; and had a perfect know- 
ledge of the Bas^Breton, a jargon more dif&eult to 
acquire, than any dead or living language in the uni* 
verse. His works are had in considerable estima« 
tion.

Jerom CtLrdan^ the eccentric author of all these 
works, was born at Pavia in 1501. His mother, who 
had not apquired the fruit of her womb in a legal 
way, endeavoured to the uttermost of her power to 
destroy it by drugs and drinks. In spite of her 
wicked e:K^rtions Cardan was at last brought fortli by. 
the Cesarean operation, as the mother could not be 
otherwise delivered of her burden. He was born 
with his head covered with black curled hair. He 
was a most extraordinary character. He professed 
to have a familiar spirit^ which emanated partly from. 
Saturn, and partly from Mars, and which was hi& 
constant attendant and director. He cultivated Phi- 
losophy, Medicine, Mathematics, Astronomy, As- 
trology, Necromancy, &c. He said that the stars 
portended that he should not reach 75 years of age«. 
and to keep his prediction in cpuntenance, and se- 
cure the credit of Astrology, he actually starved 
himself to death before that period. He took for 
his device this fine sentence, Te^npus mea possession 
metis ager tempus: ** Time is my patrimony; 
tijme is the field which I cultivate."

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of France, and the first emperor of the West. He 
was son of Pepin the Shorty and Berirade, born in 
the castle of Saltzbourg in Upper BaTaria, about the 
year 742. On the death of his brother Carlarnan^ 
in 771, he was crowned king of France, and in SCO 
he was crowned Emperor of the West, in Rome, 
by Leo III. He was considered the greatest and 
most Christian king tliat ever flourished in the West* 
His character however has been bninded with cru- 
elty, and no wonder, when we find he cut off the 
heads of 4500 Saxons, the principal partizans ofWu 
tikindf who had revolted from him. He was hoW« 
ever a fevourer of reb'gion, and an encourager of lite- 
rature. He knew how to bestow bishoprics^ and how 
to make soldiers: he was ready to correct mistakes, 
when he found he had not made a proper discrimi* 
nation of character ; the following is proof in point: 
A young ecclesiastic applied to him for a bishopric, 
and was successful. On leaving the Emperor, his 
horse was brought to him ; elated with his success, 
being in the hey-day of life, he vaulted with so 
much agility into his saddle, that he had like to have 
skipped over his palfrey. The emperor, who saw 
this through a window, sent for the young bishop 
immediately to his presence: ** You see" said he, 
•* that I find it a very difficult thing to get good 
troops of Cavalry, As you appear to be an excel<». 
lent horse7nan, I wisli to retain j^ou in my sej-vice. 
I have no doubt but you will answer my expectation;i . 
and make a better Knight than a Bishop^'* He 
died in 814, aged 71 years.

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Bartholomew de las Casas was bom ^ SSerilte m 
1474. In 1493, he accompataied Christopher Co* 
iumbus in his voy^e to America. He afterwards 
became a voluntary missionary to the Indians, 
among whom he laboured with incredible zeal for 
50 years. But his pious endeavours were of little 
effect, because of the cruelties exercised on the ob^ 
jects of his mission by his murderous countrymen- 
He returned to Spain, and presented a memorial on 
this head to Charles V. but it was without suc« 
cess, though the emperor made very severe ordi* 
nances against those inhuman governors. His work 
concerning the destruction of the Indians has been 
translated into several languages, and contains a va^ 
rlety of details, which make humanity shudder.— 
J)e las Casas died at Madrid in 1566> aged 91 
years.

Aurelius Magnus Cassiodorus was bom in Cala« 
bria of an illustrious family, was prime minister of 
Theodoric, and consul in 514. In 542 he retired 
from public affairs, and built a monastery, which he 
took care to provide, not only with the necessaries 
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but idsotnfhthe tcnveniences, and eren the elegan- 
ces of life: such asfish-pondsy badis, fountains, suifr* 
^BalSy he. irith an exttmsive and valuable library. His 
monastery was merely of a literary kind, in which the 
employment of the monks was to copy mss. Those 
who were not goodsoibes he employed in agriculture 
and gardening, which he directed them to conduct 
on scientific principles. Cassiodorus was a kind of 
philosophic Christian. He died in 562, between 
90 and 100 years of age. 

Cassius {Pseadb.) — Cassius was one of the mur* 
dercrs of Caesar, and was celebrated as a man of 
letters by Horace and Pliny. The. following poem 
is attributed to him, but the learned suppose it was 
written by Achilles Statms^ who is the first tfiat 
mentioned it : often reprinted.

Marcus Porcius Cato, the rfcfer, caQed also tlie 
Censor, was one of the greatest. men ia heathen an- 
tiquity. He was bom at Tivoli, in the year of Rome 
^i 9, 232 years before tlie Christian ara He served, 
when 1 7 years old, in the second Punic ^9.v, under 
Fabius Maximus. At the persua»on of Valerius 
Flaccus, he left his native place, and came to Rome, 
where his merit raised him to a variety, of important 
offices. He was, first, tribune of the soldiers in Si- 
cily : next prcetor, in Saidlnia, which hc subjugated to 
the Roman government. It was in this island that 
he wa^ taught Greek by j^nii/^^ir, though be was then 
advanced in years. Afterwards he was made con. 
sul, with his friend Flaccus. Ti;ie situation in wluoll 
tbeRQQian interest was in Spain, requiring a pesson of 
Cato's knowledge and experience, he was sent thither^ 
4uid in a short time subjected above.400. places. He 
aisas last elected censor, and succeeded in reforming 
the profligate manners of the Romans. Notwith- 
standing tlie severity of his administration, and the 
knvy of some of the great, the Romans erected a 
statue to his memory, in the Temple of Health, 
.with this inscriptipn, *^ To ihe homur of Ca4o, who 
has reformed the manners of the Republic^* He 
laid taxes upon all kinds of luxuries ; dress, house- 
hold furniture, women's toilets, chariots, slaves, and 
fguip^; all which he taxed dX three per oeat. of 
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Uieir value. He was a declared enemy to women^ 
and got the Romans to pass a law, which excluded 
heiresses. He was the occasion of the third Punic 
war, and the destruction^ of Carthage. Being dis« 
patched to terminate some business between the 
Carthaginians and the king of Numidia, on his re- 
turn> he gave it as his opinion, &at during the pro8« 
perity and existence of Carthage, Rome could not 
be safe. From this time he never spoke in the se- 
nate on any subject, without concluding with these 
words, DeUnda est Carthago : " Carthage must be 
destroyed." While plotting the means of this de- 
struction, he died, in the year of Rome 605, aged 
85 years. He was a great soldier, an able statesman, 
an eloquent orator, a learned historian, and a scien- 
tific agriculturalist. He often used to say, ** That 
)ie repented of three things ; — ^that he had ever spent 
a day without learning something ; that he had ever 
trusted a secret to a woman ; and, that he had ever 
travelled by water, when he might have gone by 
land." He wrote many things, which have not 
reached our times. The piece, De He Susttca, is 
^U that can with certainty be attributed to him. He 
was great-grandfather to Cato, the patriot, who slew 
himself at Utica.

The har« 
mony and elegance of his numbers acquired him 
the friendship of Cicero^ Cinna, Plancusy Cornelius 
NepoSf &c. Many of his poems abound with gross 
obscenities. He wrote Epigrams agaipst Caesar, 
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who repaid, him in a way worlby a great man^* He 
invited him to supper, and io?()ed him with ca<* 
testes. . He is said (like most other poets) to havf 
died rery poor.

AuUiS Albius TihuUus was a Roman knight, bom 
at Rome, about 43 years before the Christian afrra. 
ff&raee^ (^'id^ Maca\ and other great men« in the 
time of Augustus, were his particular friends. Me 
at first adopted the military life, but this not agrees 
ing with his delicate constitudon, he returned to 
Rome, and abandoned himself to dissipation and 
excess. This soon brought him to his grave; for he 
died a little after Virgil, in the 24th year of his age. 
Some time before his death he had been obliged to 
take refoge in the country, to shun the clamours of 
his creditors. His four books of Elegies are remark- 
able for elegance, purity of stile, and delicacy of 
•eatiment M. de la Harpe stiles him. The Poet 
%f Laoers; and this rueful generation find great 
relief m conning his Elegies. Good judges allow^ 
that notwithstanding the charms of his poetry, 
there is a disagreeable monotony in his writings:

Sixivs Aurelius Propertius wasbof» at Moraviay 
a city of Ombria, now cMciBevagna^ iA the 4utchy 
of Spoleta. His father, who was a Roman knight^ 
was skiin by oxxler of Augustus, because he had at* 
tacbed himself to A^Athony during the Triumvirate. 
Propertius came to Rome, and hi» poetical talents 
soon procured him the protection of the emperor ; 
and the esteem of Miecenas^ Cornel/us GaUus^ Ovid^ 
TibulhiSf BassuSy and other wits of that time. There 
yemain only four books of his Elegies. A Roman 
lady, named Iloslittj or JlostUiay to whom he gave 
tlie name of Cynthia^ is the subject of his amorous 
complaints. He called himsdf the Boman CaUi^ 
machuSf because he endeavoured to imitate that 
Greek poet. He flourished in the 34th year before 
Ae Christian »vZy for in that year be celebrated the 
victory of Actium ; and he died about 10 years be* 
fore the birth of Christ — ^Propertius^ knew well how 
to unite correctness and elegancy of expression, 
with the delicacy andchar^ttis. of sentiment. H»

He was then sent into exile, where through 
despair he killed himself, about A. D. 26. 'the 
above Fragments, attributed to him, are generally 
thought to have been made by Maximus Etriisais^ 
who was contemporary with Boethius. Some think 
he is the author of that little poem called Czm, found 
among the works attributed to Virgil.

He found out the encaustic 
method of painting, practised by the ancients. Be- 
sides all his other woiks, he read upwards oi forty 
dissertations before the Royal Academy of Arts and 
Sciences in Paris. — ^The insertion of bis French 
works h^c, because not strictly according to the 
plan of this Dictionary, may require an apology ; 
but they were thought so necessary in the system of 
useful knowledge, that tl\e editor thought himself jus- 
tified in calling the attention of his readers to works, 
which no man can consult without advantage.

Cornelius Celsus was born at Rome, or Verona, 
e came from the Patrician family of Cornelia^ and 
ourished under Augustus^ Tiberius^ and Caligula^ 
bout the commencement of the Christian asra.— - 
lEi^ie was stiled the Hippocrates of the Latins. He 
"X^vrote on Rhetoric, Medicine, Military Tactics, 
^nd Agriculture, and seems to have understood all 
these sciences perfectly. Of the eight books of CeU 
us which remain, the four first treat of internal ma« 
ladies; the 5th and 6th, of external; and the 7th 
smd 8 th, of such diseases as come under the cogni- 
sance of the chirurgeon. In this part of his woik 
lie faithfully exhibits the practice of thQ Greek Sur* 
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geons. TTie wotks of Ccbus are very yahiaWe, toot 
only because <^the puiity of the language, but also 
Ibecaase of flie propriety of the precepts. The gram- 
ftsarianj historian, pbysiciatt, and anOquarian, will 
fihd it fheir interest to consult them.

John Chrysostafn was bom. at Aatioch, A. D. 
344. He was one of the most etoqaeht of the 
Greek fathers, and was perhaps excelled by no ora* 
tor, sacred or profane. By good judges he has been 
compared with Demosthenes, and the- balance of 
excellence has turned in his favour. A^ercoxm* 
ders him the paragon of Greek orators; and thinks 
that Demosthenes himself does not exhibit such ele- 
vation of thought, Tichness of elocution, abundauice 
of figure and imagery, such strength, npidity, and 
purity of stile, as are eminently conspicuous in the 
writings of this Either. He was raised to thev see 
of Constantinople in 398. As he began ^igotfously 
to reform the abuses that had crept intadiedmrcb, 
he excited a number of enemies ^;alnst himself, 
^nd among the rest the vicious' empress, Eudoxia, 
who never ceased till she got him condemned by a 
Oouncil'of her own creatures, deposed, and banish- 
ed into Bithynia.-^After suf{cring many hardships 
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Jot upwards of three years, in a place destitute of the 
jiecessariet of life, he was ordered to be removed 
to Aiabyssa in Armenia; but, through the cruel 
abuse which he received from the soldiers who es- 
corted him, he died on the way, A. D. 407, aged 
about 60 years. It was fix>m his great eloquence 
that he had the surname of Chrysostomus, that is^ 
Golden-mouth,

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this noble oratdr with her golden bodkin ! Tlitts fell 
Ciceroy in the 63d or 64th year of his age, aboat 
43 years before the Christian 9nu Quintilian's 
character of him concludes thus: ** Hunc ergo tpee-^ 
temtis: hoc propotUum noHs sU exemptunu Ilh se 
prqfecisse sciai^ cui Cicero valde placebit/* Inst. 
Orat lib. x. cap. 1. . Bajrle thinks his Epistles his 
best performances. His work De Officus may be 
properly termed the Heathen JVhple Duty of Man. 
It is an excellent piece> and even a Christian can-' 
not read it without advantage. As an X>ratbr» he i» 
thus characterized by Dr. Blair : ** In all hb orations 
his art is conspicuous. He begins commonly with 
a regular exordium ; and with much address prepos« 
sesses the hearers, and studied to gain their aiRsc- 
tions. His method is clear, and his arguments are 
alranged with exact propriety. In a superior clear* 
ness of method, he has an ^advantage over Demos* 
thenes. Every thing appears in its proper place. 
He never tries to move till he has attempted to con-^ 
yince^ and in moving, particularly the isoftef pas- 
sions, he is highly successful No one ever knew 
the force of words better than Cicero. He rolls 
them along with the greatest beauty and magnifi. 
cence ;. and in the structure of his sentences is emi* 
nentjy curious and exact. He is always fiiU and 
flowing, never abrupt He amplifies every thing; 
yet thoughhis manner is geheriilly diffuse, it is of^ 
ten hapjpily varied and accomnnodated to the subject. 
When an important public object' roused his mind, 
am) ilexDwded indignation and force, he departs-con^ 
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sSiierMy from fliat loose and declanutoiy maimer 
to which he at other times is addicted» and becomes 
▼ery fomble and vehement. This great orator, 
hiMvereri'is not witlKmt his defects. In most of his 
oralicAiS'therets too nnich art, even carried to a de« 
gree of (Mtentation. He seems often desirous of ob« 
tauning admiration^ rather than of operating convic* 
tioa. ^ He is aometimest therefore, showy rather 
than iofid, and diffuse where he ought tp have been 
mgeiit Hit sentences are .always round and sono-. 
xeiis. ' They cannot be accused of monotony, since 
Aey -poasess variety of paden^ ;. but from too great 
a fondness for magnificence, he is on some occasions 
deficieil ^ia^ strength. Though the services which 
he had performed to his country were very coosidcn 
rable, yet he is too nmch his own pan^yrist. An* 
ctedt'^uaniiers;' which inaqposed fewer restraints t>u 
theaide of decofum^ may in sonae degree excuse^' 
but cannot entirely justify his. vanity.'* 
f' CtEKFtJooi CAlbdri) iEtiygmaTheoiogicum^ seu 
potfittobscurissimarom qUaesticmttm Compendium 
de Txinitate et libertate divma.

The author of this work was TkeopJdlus Folcngp^ 
more commonly known by the name Merlin Coc^ 
cayt^ which he -took frxun Virago Coccaio^ his first 
instructor. He was descended from a noble family 
in Mantua. After spending- several fruitless yeiars 
iuidcr tbe instructions of eminent masters^ he en<* 
tered the army, where it does not appear he profited 
much. Being at Brescia, he became a Benedictine^ 
^uid entered the monastery of Euphemia* Tbb sort 
pf life was ill suited to his turn of mind* He was 
still tlie same man, spiending his time, not in acts of 
piety or learning, but in bufFooaery, and lampoon-^ 
ing the monks. He died in 1544, at his prtory of 
St. Croix de Compesio, near Bassano, ^ged 5 1 years. 
His principal work is his Opvfi' Mofaronicumf the 
£rfit Edition of wliich was published lA 1517, The 
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tenn Macaronic is borrowed (com the Italian Maca- 
roni\ which signifies a cake made of flour y eggs^ 
cheese^ almonds^ and sttgar^ moistened with rose 
water. This was thought a proper term to express 
that sort of poetry by, which was compounded of 
terms, Latin, French, Italian, &c. and sometimes all 
in one line. Anthony Arenas or de la Sablcy was 
his contemporary and imitator, (see the article 
Arena,) and numbers have followed tliem since ia 
the same useless ridiculotis track. Of the salne 
complexion is Drummond's Polenio Middinioy 
which has been lately republished, with some other 
tracts, under the title Carmina variorum Macaroni'- 
corum Delectus.
